The  rate  of 
exchange  used  in  converting  the  prices  this  week  was  18.7  cents  per  krone 
against  18.8  cents  last  week  and  par  of  exchange,  26.8  cents,  at  this 
time  last  year. 

Prices  on  the  Hamburg  market  Thursday,  January  14,  were  substan- 
tially the  same  as  last  week.    About  15,600  boxes  were  offered  against 
29,000  boxes  and  465  barrels  last  week  and  9,700  boxes,  2,500  baskets
